Mr.  Chalman  and  Members, 


I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  I964. 


1963. 


The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  ao  9,230,  against  9,320  for 


The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  decrease  from  16.73  for  1963,  to  15.49. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  shows  a slight  increase  from  10.83  to 
to  11.26  for  1964. 

There  were  104  deaths  as  compared  to  101  deaths  in  1963. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  under  1 yeso*, 
from  6 in  I963,  to  3 in  I964,  which  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the  figure 
of  total  infant  deaths  per  1,000  total  live  births  from  3S.46  in  1963,  to 
20.97  in  I964. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  once  again  that  there  is  no  maternal  death 
to  report. 

Whooping  cough  notifications  have  increased  considerably,  from  1 in 
1963,  to  15  in  1964.  I would  urge  parents  to  protect  their  children  from 
the  effects  of  this  distressing  illness  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
immunisation  available  to  them. 

Measles  notifications  have  again  declined,  from  66  in  1963,  to  only  11  for 
1964#  It  is  not  expected  that  this  low  Incidence  will  be  maintained  as  a 
suasqrtlblc  group  of  young  children  grow  up. 

The  year  was  a busy  one,  for  example,  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak 
required  a thorough  search  of  the  District  for  tins  of  Corned  Beef  bearing 
the  suspect  serial  numbers.  Tins  discovered  were  returned  to  the 
suppliers,  and  no  ill  effects  ensued. 

Ify  thanks  are  due  for  the  ready  help  and  co-operation  I have  received 
during  the  year,  euid  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  both  from  my 
colleagues  and  from  oombers  of  the  Council.

The  bacteriological  condition  of  the  raw  water  has 
necessitated  a considerable  chlorine  residual  being  carried  in  supply- 
resulting  occasionally  in  taste  complaints  - the  authorities  have  ^ 
however,  resisted  any  temptation  to  reduce  chlorination  to  a dangerous 
le-vel. 


The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes, 
but  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  use  of  hose  pipes. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyson  are  carried  out  in  the 
Board's  Laboratories.  All  raw,  troat^ed,  end  d?ttr ibu ted  waters  are 
examined  at  least  monthly.

The  Council  resolved  to  pursue  their  policy  of  clearing  the  houses 
and  other  buildings  in  the  aroa  bounded  by  Cross  Street,  King  Street  and 
Grundy  Road  with  a view  to  redeveloping  the  area  with  higher  density  housing, 
the  proix^sal  being  to  transfer  tenants  to  these  houses  from  the  future 
clearance  areas  in  the  town  centre,  and  to  this  end,  two  areas,  the 
Grundy  Road/King  Street  No.l,  Clearance  Area,  comprising  fourteen  houses,  and 
the  Grundy  Roa^v  King  Street  No. 2,  Clearance  Area,  comprising  thirteen  houses, 
were  declared  during  the  year.  Negotiations  to  purchase  these  areas, 
together  with  one  business  premises  excluded  from  the  area,  were  commenced. 
Unfortunately,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  agreements  had  not  been  reached  with 
all  the  owners,  emd  it  was  obvious  that  the  Council  would  have  to  seek 
compulsory  powers  of  acquisition. 

In  addition.  Closing  Orders  v/ere  placed  on  two  individual  houses,  the 
tenant  from  one  of  which  was  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

Rehousing  of  tenants  living  in  other  sub- standard  properties  included 
in  earlier  Clearance  Orders,  or  in  properties  in  Market  Street  purchased  by 
agreement  by  the  Council  was  proceeded  with,  and  during  I964  nineteen  families 
were  transferred  to  Council  dwellings.
